Senofe May

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


close Senate vote is ejected on 
proposals to strip the Supreme 
Court of authority to Invalidate 
confessions and restrict use of 
police line-ups, 


Sen, Joseph D, Tydings, D* 


Md,, 
scheduled to lead the at- 


tack against the proposals to- 
day, contends they represent 
"the most serious assault on the 
Supreme Court and the inde- 
pendence of the judiciary" In 
the nation's history. 


But Sen, Sam J. Ervin, D- 


N,C,, urging their enactment, 
told the Senate Monday the Su- 
preme Court has invented new, 
arbitrary and unrealistic rules 
that impede police in bringing 
criminals to justice. 


The proposals are part of a 


broad crime-control bill which 
has been before the Senate for 
three weeks. 


They provide that a confes- 


sion be admissible as evidence 
In any federal criminal case 
when the judge decides it was 
voluntarily given. 


A confession could not be 


ruled out just because on delay 
in arraignment after a suspect's 
arrest.' 


Under the proposals, federal 


courts would be denied authori- 
ty to reverse a ruling of any 
state court admitting a confes- 
sion in evidence as voluntarily 
given if this had been upheld by 
the highest court in the state. 


Also, the bill provides that 


eyewitness testimony shall be 
admissible in evidence in feder- 
al and state criminal trials and 
bars the federal courts from re- 
viewing the admission of such 
testimony in state trials.

UTTLE ROCK (AP) - Rep. 


Glenn Kelley of Arkadelphia 
said today his bill to double the 
state tax on hard liquor seems 
the most painless way to make 
up the state's budget deficit. 


Kelley's bill would increase 


the tax from $2.30 to $5 a gal- 
lon and, he said, this would pro- 
duce about $4 million a year in 
new revenue. 


It probably would not cost the 


liquor consumer a cent, Kelley 
said, because the bill also In- 
cludes a provision for repealing 
the fair trade liquor law which 
keeps the price of liquor high. 


Kelley said he had asked Gov. 


WInthrop Rockefeller for an ap- 
pointment to discuss the bill and 
that he Intends to ask Rockefel- 
ler why the governor did not 
include this tax proposal In his 
call to a special legislative ses- 
sion. 


Kelley introduced a fair trade 


repealer in the 1967 regular ses- 
sion, but he was unable to lib- 
erate it from committee for a 
vote on the floor.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


House Judiciary Committee to- 
day gave quick and unanimous 
approval to a bill which would 
set the date of an" election on 
any- proposed' "constitution1 • in 
1969. 


The bill would set up a spe- 


cial election. It amends a bill 
passed at the first special ses- 
sion which set the election in 
November 1970, in connection 
with the general election. 


The legislature has set up ma- 


chinery for a constitutional con- 
vention in 1969 and Rep. Cal 
Ledbetter Jr. of Little Rock, 
who Introduced the new bill for 
the 
Constitutional 
Revision 


Study 
Commission, said the 


vote on any constitution should 
be soon after the convention 
rather than 17 months later. 


"No state has submitted a 


new constitution except in a 
special 
election," 
Ledbetter 


said. 


Raymond Rebsamen, a Little 


Rock businessman who is chair- 
man of a group called Arkan- 
sans for a Revised Constitution, 
told the committee that he did 
not feel the constitution would 
get a fair vote except hi an 
election where it was the only 
Issue on the ballot. 


The Judiciary Committee also 


placed "do pass" recommenda- 
tion on a bill which would per- 
mit levying a tax to finance 
maintenance of improvements 
built by improvement districts.

Lorraine were least affected by 
the strikes so far, but the 25,000 
men of the Peugeot auto factory 
at Sochaux, near the Swiss bor- 
der, walked out.

Havre, Bordeaux and Marseille 
were tied up. Several foreign 
freighters bound for Marseille 
with perishable cargo were sent 
to Genoa, Italy, to unload.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Supreme Court held 
today 
that 
a 
photographer's 


skill is very much a part of the 
photograph he takes and, there- 
fore, his charge for services is 
subject to the sales tax, 


The court made the ruling in 


reversing a Pulaski Chancery 
Court decision in favor of the 
photographic firm of 
Dungan- 


Allen, Inc., of Little Rock, 


The firm contended that it 


charged $25 an hour for serv- 
ices, but only $2 for each print 
of a photograph. It said that it 
might charge a client $200 for a 
day's services and only $10 for 
five different pictures and felt 
fhe $200 should be exempted 
from the sales tax, 


Justice George Rose Smith 


wrote, however, that "no doubt 
the photographers' 
experience 


and skill are essential to their 
work, but it is plain enough 
that the company's customers 
would not ordinarily pay for the 
exercise of that skill if it did 
not enhance the value of the 
end product." 


Dungan-Allen said the sales 


tax should be divided between 
the nontaxable revenue 
from 


professional services and the 
taxable 
revenue from taking 


pictures. 


The court held that Dungan- 


Allen owed the state $1,457.61 in 
sales tax. The suit was argued 
over $37,544, which was part of 
the photographers' 
gross re- 


ceipts from Oct. 1, 1964 to Jan. 
31, 1966. 


In another case, the court 


ruled 
that 
money borrowed 


from a bank to pay a gambling 
debt not covered under statutes 
involving money borrowed for 
some gambling purpose. 


The 
court 
upheld 
Pulaski 


Chancery Court's ruling that 
John A. Rauch, who signed a 
note for $4,250, with the First 
National Bank to accomodate 
John L. Copeland Jr., must re- 
pay the note. 


According to the Supreme 


Court, Rauch, William E. Dar- 
by, William S. Miller Jr. and 
Barren Lange signed the vote 
with Darby's portion 
$4,250, 


Miller's 
$1,500 and Lange's 


$1,000. Lange died while Cope- 
land's payments were current 
and the time for filing claims 
against his estate expired be- 
fore Copeland defaulted. 


The Supreme Court said a 


statute cited by Rauch showed 
that it voided obligations only 
when the money is "lent to be 
bet at any gambling or gam- 
bling device" and that there 
was not testimony showing the 
money was lent for the purposes 
of gambling. 


The Supreme Court also re- 


jected an appeal by an Arkan- 
sas prison escapee, Joe Hoyt 
Merritt, who sought to have two 
escape charges d i s m i s s e d 
against him in Pulaski County 
because two terms of court had 
intervened since the charges 
were filed.

they see fit/' he said. "I've tak- 
en my stand.

The governor said he took the 


same position as he has all 
along. 


"I have not asked anybody to 


commit themselves one way or 
the other," he said. 


The governor said he thought 


the legislators would hear from 
their constituents on how to 
vote on his mixed drink legisla- 
tion. He said they should vote 
one way or the other and not 
leave the issue in limbo.

He said he 
did not poll the legislature about 
the mixed drink bill, but he 
pointed to a poll released by an 
aide Sunday that said 73 per 
cent of the voters favored legal- 
izing mixed drinks. 


The governor said he thought 


it would be just as illegal to 
permit "brown-bagging" as it 
would be to allow the serving 
of mixed drinks. 


Rockefeller said he did not 


mean he had changed his opin- 
ion about the new Class 6 per- 
mits under which the state Al- 
coholic Beverage Control Board 
has licensed private clubs to 
serve mixed drinks. He lias sup- 
ported the permits, which Atty. 
Gen. Joe Purcell contends are 
illegal. 


The governor said he would 


begin meeting with various leg- 
islative leaders today to drum 
up support for his 31-point call. 


"Our situation is such I think 


we've got to take bold steps," 
he said. 


"I'm not trying to put any- 


body on a political spot," Rock- 
efeller said. "Whether it is I or 
my successor, and unless we 
come to grips with fiscal prob- 
lems, the state is in serious 
trouble."

ing picture of missionaries at 
work. 


It chose three stations, two 


Catholic and one Protestant on 
a lush tropical island of the 
South 
Pacific 
and 
on 
the 


parched prairies of western In- 
dia to show "underpaid, undere- 
quipped, overworked" 
men of 


the Christian faith trying to im- 
prove the conditions of life for 
others, not necessarily of their 
own faiths. 


The main drive of the modern 


missionary, it was repeatedly 
stated, is not to convert natives, 
but to help them to help them- 
selves. 


About half the program was 


devoted to a heartening success 
story over the past 20 years 
among the copra farmers of the 
Islands of Micronesia. In the 
postwar years, these impover- 
ished, one-crop natives were ail- 
ing and using primitive imethods 
to earn an inadequate living. 


Stimulated by a Bronx priest, 


Father Hugh Costigan, the peo- 
ple of one island, Ponape, start- 
ed anew. Eventually, with 12 
farmers and $200, Father Costi- 
gan started a copra cooperative 
10 years ago. 


Today it includes almost all 


the farmers of the general area. 
A trade and agriculture school 
has been established. The aver- 
age family 
income has in- 


creased threefold. The area is 
buzzing with building of bridges, 
roads, homes and stores.

All Criminal 
Cases Entitled 
to Jury Trial

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


fendants 
In all but "petty" 


criminal cases are entitled to 
the chance to be tried by juries, 
a precedent-shattering Supreme 
Court has ruled. 


"Trial by jury in criminal 


cases is fundamental to the 
American- scheme of justice,"- 
Justice Byron R. White said in 
the 7-2 decision Monday. 


The ruling, one of several ex- 


panding the rights of criminal 
defendants, made the jury trial 
guarantee of the Sixth Amend- 
ment to the U.S. Constitution 
binding on the states. 


At the same time, again by a 


7-2 vote, the court erased the 
distinction 
between 
criminal 


contempt and other crimes and 
put "serious" contempt cases 
under the jury-trial rule. 


The justices were not explicit 


in drawing a line between what 
it considered "serious" and 
what 
it 
considered 
"petty" 


cases. However, crimes car- 
rying a two-year sentence were 
put In the "serious" category 
and those of six-months were 
viewed as "petty," 
meaning 


bench trials are still permissi- 
ble. 


The dissenters, Justices John 


M. Harlan and Potter Stewart, 
objected 
to use of the 14th 


Amendment's due p r o c e s s 
clause to promote uniformity 
among the states. 


"Quite without reason," they 


said, "the court has chosen to 
impose upon every state one 
means of trying criminal cases; 
it is a good means, but it is not 
the only fair means, and it is 
not demonstrably better than 
the alternatives states might de- 
vise." 


In two other decisions, mean- 


while, the court junked long- 
standing decisions. It said a 
man cannot be tried fairly if the 
jury 
hears a codefendant's 


confession incrimlnation him. 
And it said prisoners do not 
have to complete their sen- 
tences before testing additional 
sentences that await them. 


The expansion of rights and 


the break with the past ap- 
peared 
particularly dramatic 


because the Senate takes up to- 
day legislation to curb the court 
that is rooted, essentially, on 
just such actions. 


Along with the criminal law 


decisions, 
the court opened 


shopping centers to mass pick- 
eting, gave illegitimate children 
equal treatment under the law 
and set the stage for considera- 
tion next fall of the speeded in- 
duction of Vietnam war protest- 
ers. 


Suburban shopping centers, 


the court ruled 6 to 3, cannot be 
declared off-limits to peaceful 
pickets 
"wishing to exercise 


their First Amendment rights."

PORTLAND, Ore, (AP) - An 


air of wary confidence hangs 
over the headquarters of Sen* 
Wayne Morse, one of the Sen* 
ate's most fierce critics of the 
Vietnam war, as he seeks re« 
nomination in Oregon's May 28 
Democratic primary. 


His leading opponent is Rob* 


ert B. Duncan, a Johnson ad- 
ministration defender, who is 
waging 
a vigorous campaign 


but one which some of those 
close to him admit privately is 
not moving well. 


Seven months ago, the situa- 


tion looked very different. 


A major poll taken in October 


— the 
results became known 


only 
recently— showed Duncan 


with 51.1 per cent of the Demo- 
crats and Morse with 39,8. 


But then Morse went to work. 


He ranged all over the state, 
mending fences, renewing ties 
he knew he could count on and 
greeting voters just about ev- 
erywhere. 


In March, the same pollsters 


took another reading. This time 
Morse was in front, 49.4 to 39,9. 
A fresh poll in the area around 
Portland, where one-third of the 
state's Democrats live, showed 
that as of May 5 Morse was con- 
tinuing to gain. 


Duncan, 47, was the Demo- 


cratic nominee in a close but 
unsuccessful race two years ago 
with another Vietnam critic, Re- 
publican Sen. Mark 0. Hatfield. 


In that contest, Vietnam was 


a key issue. But this time, with 
President Johnson out of the 
running and peace talks under 
way in Paris, the war is no long- 
er central. 


One of the personable young 


Duncan's problems is finding a 
key issue on which to best 
Morse, 67, a senator for 23 years 
and a campaigner of unques- 
tioned brilliance. 


Duncan no longer emphasizes 


the war as an issue but instead 
has focused on local topics, the 
national problem of civil disor- 
ders and on Morse the man. 


Morse's frequent talks in all 


parts of Oregon have been low- 
key discussions of his record 
and of problems he says he still 
wants to help Oregon and the na- 
tion solve.

What 
causes fibrositis? Can it cause 
pain in the stomach? What is 
the best treatment for it? 


A—Arthritis is an inflam- 


mation of the joints. Fibro- 
sitis, an inflammation of the 
fibrous tissues in the region 
of a joint, is such a vague 
term that most doctors now 
prefer to make a diagnosis of 
myositis (involvement of the 
muscles), tendinitis (involve- 
ment of the tendons) or bur- 
si tis (involvement of the bur- 
sal sac 
surrounding some 


joints). Muscular neuritis or 
neuromyositis is a combined 
inflammation of nerves and 
muscles in a given location. 


The causes of fibrositis and 


the closely related conditions 
mentioned include direct in- 
jury, infection and exposure 
to cold. I would not expect 
fibrositis to cause pain in the 
abdomen. Aspirin by mouth 
and the local application of a 
heating pad usually give re- 
lief. A short course with one 
of the cortisone-like drugs is 
often helpful. 


Q—Is it harmful to the eyes 


to read while lying in bed? 


A—There is some experi- 


mental evidence that it is 
harmful to read while lying 
on your back. There is, how- 
ever, no harm in 
reading 


while sitting in bed provided 
your back is properly sup- 
ported and the lighting is 
adequate both from the stand- 
point of intensity and direc- 
tion. 


Q—Some time ago I had a 


severe pain 
in my 
right 


temple that left me totally 
blind in my right eye. My 
eye doctor said I would be 
lucky if I didn't go blind in 
my other eye. Could my high 
blood pressure have caused 
this? 


A—Severe prolonged high 


blood pressure, if not con- 
trolled, can cause blindness 
but on the evidence presented

Archeological 
Survey Is 
Racing Time

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) 


— The Arkansas Archeological 
Survey, which thrives on ma- 
terial thousands of years old, 
is 
now engaged in a race 


against time. 


The survey Is less than a 


year old, being created by the 
1967 General Assembly alter 10 
years of pushing by Dr. Charles 
R. McGimsey HI, survey direc- 
tor, and Miss Hester A. Davis, 
the state archeologist. 


With time already against it, 


the survey had to lay plans 
quickly because land develop- 
ment programs, highway build- 
ing and construction of dams 
and reservoirs were rapidly de- 
stroying archeological sites. 


It was estimated that 25 per 


cent of the sites in Eastern Ar- 
kansas were lost in recent 
years because of land develop- 
ment. 


The Soil Conservation Service 


said that in about 25 years, 
most all sites in Arkansas will 
be gone. 
"So, 
we think we have 25 


years to get the story," said 
Mrs. Mary Printup, editor for 
the Arkansas Archeological So- 
ciety, which has 420 members. 
"It's kind of a crash program." 


"We don't know where all the 


sites are, but we have hundreds 
of sites recorded," she said. 
"As time grows shorter, the 
rate (of site destruction) gets 
faster and we had to set up 
something before all the infor- 
mation is gone," 


The basic purpose of the sur- 


vey is to provide the general 
and scientific public, both pres- 
ent and future, with meaning- 
ful information about Arkansas' 
past, said Miss Davis. 


To 
accomplish 
this, 
she 


said, the survey's primary goal 
is to encourage preservation of 
the state's archeological re- 
sources (1) through research In 
the field and the recovery of 
artifacts 
and 
accompanying 


data, (2) through encouraging 
landowners to preserve vital in- 
formation contained in Indian 
mounds, compgrouiKls or shel- 
ters on their land, and (3) by 
Informing the public about the 
state's long heritage through 
publications and lectures.

Commitments like this 


are customary all over the world 
and, as I say, are a consequence 
only of the fact that the U.S.

and gold, is a foreign exchange 
currency.

ment, in short, is in the interest 
of the U. S. dollar as much as 
it is in the interest of South Af- 
rica.
